THE TWO LEADERS DISCUSSED THE NUCLEAR TEST CONFERENCES IN 
GENEVA WHICH HAVE BEEN DEADLOCKED 2 1/2 YEARS. KENNEDY WANTS 
THEM TO GO ON. BUT KHRUSHCHEV IS SAID TO HAVE HINTED BROADLY THAT 
HE WANTS THOSE TALKS TO BE MERGED WITH CONFERENCES ON GENERAL AND 
COMPLETE DISARMAMENT, HIS OWN BLOCKBUSTER PROPOSAL ADVANCED AT THE 
UNITED NATIONS IN 1959, THIS WOULD SEEM TO DIM THE PROSPECTS ob 
AGREEMENT ON NUCLEAR WEAPONS, 


BUT HOPES REVIVED FOR ANOTHER CONFERENCE--THE 14-NATION MEETING 
AT GENEVA ON THE LAOS SITUATION. INFORMANTS SAID KHRUSHCHEV 
APPARENTLY MADE IT CLEAR TO KENNEDY THAT THE VIEWS EXPRESSED IN 
THE FINAL COMMUNIQUE WERE THE KREMLIN'S VIEWS. 

THE QUESTION OF LAOS TOOK UP MUCH OF THE 12 HOURS THE TWO MEN 

E TOGETHER. THEY BEGAN THE DISCUSSION OF THE ISSUE, WHICH 
AFFECTS THE FUTURE OF ALL SOUTHEAST ASIA, IN THEIR FIRST MEETING. 
THEY CONCENTRATED ON IT THE FIRST DAY AND CAME BACK TO IT AGAIN 
THE SECOND, WHEN KHRUSHCHEV APPAR LY MADE AN EFFORT TO CONVINCE 
.KENNEDY HE FAVORED A REAL CEASE-F AND REAL NEUTRALITY FOR THE 
LAOTIANS, THE INFORMANTS ADDED. 

SALINGER AND MIKHAIL A. KHAR SOVIET PRESS AIDE, HELD A 
JOINT NEWS CONFERENCE TO REPORT O HE TALKS. KHARLAMOV SAID THE 
GERMAN QUESTION-~PRESUMABLY INCLUDING THE QUESTION OF SOVIET
